’ The telegram recoived from Manila _ 
on Saturday, stating that’s" typhoon 
was raging in that district, and ap- 
parently travelling northwards,’ on- 
abled the most ample “preparations to 
be nade for the reception of the ex- 
pected visitor. During the whole of 
yostorday the baromoter gradually fell, 
and in the. afternoon the wind was 
blowing in -hot paffs from the north. 
east, with every indication that a storm 
wasimminent, Shortly after six in the 
evening the typhoon gun. was fired 
from tho Polico Hulk, and most of the 
steamers commenced to get up steam 
to be ready for any emergency. Tho 
Naples lying at anchor some time near : 
Kowloon city steamei slowly through 
the Ly-ee-maon Pass, probably to find 
better shelter outside. The Kinshan 
lying alongside the shears at Kowloon 
Docks was hauled out into the bay, and 
the steamship Okina was towed from 
tho Docks by the Fame to Sam- 
shai-po, where both vessels atchor- 
od. The Chinese gunboats lying off 
Pediar's Wharf, steamed over to Yow- 
mah-tae, anl anchored alongside the 
British squadron. he Yotsai, Saada, 
and Kutkiang, all cleared out before 
darkness set in, and songht refuge ¢ 
either inside Stone-entter's Island or off 
Yow-mah-tee. The Powun lay along- 
side the Wharf throughout tho night 
and cleared ont about seven o'clock 
this morning.. We noticed the Hame- 
ralda and one of Siemssen’ & Co's. 
steamers at anchor off the Patent Slip 
at Bolcher’s Bay. The Boarding Officers 
bad warned the sailing vessola early in
